Then tioil once more and put In tho 
jars nt once The beans should re- 
tain thnir briulit green color and thus 
be ornamental an well as palatable 
and this can be ea iily iiUalned by us- 
ing only enameled ware utensils In the 
prep aration, which Will not darken the 
most delicate colors.

Wo IMT* boon mudli int«r«ata4 Jn 
tho letter Irom A. T. ■eeman Nor- 
man, Oklahoma, whioh ippeared in 
your oolumns last week. Having been 
atmoet a oonstant attendant at Rug- 
gles Oarapmeetlag since the year 1892, 
and having been historian of the As 
sooiatlon for several years coming In 
possession of all the historic records 
of the campmeeting, we feel tempted 
to say a few words In reply to tho let 
ter of Mr. Seaman. In the llrHt plsce 
he has his dates n little nilxpd. He 
states something about enjoying the 
campmeeting awny back In 1872. N'ow 
the facts are about as follows as we 
glean them from the historical rec 
ords: In 1872 Rev. H. C. Northcott 
who was the real founder of Ruggles 
Campmeeting, tried to Bnd a suitable 
location in Robertson oonn^ near Mt 
Olivet to aatabHah a oampmeeting. In 
this he fUlod. The following year, 
187S, with the late- Rev. H. J. Ramey 
pastor of Tolosboro Cironit and Rev. 
Northcott as Presiding Blder, an ef- 
fort was made to And a location In 
Itowis oounty. Securing the consent 
to hold a campmeeting near Forman'e 
Springs, two or three miles from the 
present location, they prepared to hold 
a campmeeting. As the time drew 
near for the meetings to begin consent 
to hold It oji the Rrouuils promised 
was withdrawn. Not to be disappoint- 
ed In tlipir efforts this year they held 
the first campmeeting at Canaan 
church, about one mile from the pres- 
ent camp ground. During the progress 
of this meeting William Ruggles came 
forward with an oifer to lease the 
present campground to those in 
charge. The olter was accepted and 
in the following year, 1S74, the flrst 
campmeeting waa held on Ruggles 
Campgrounds. So much tor the early 
hiatory of the organisation. Now as 
to the real ettebtive results. Mr. Sea- 
man seems Interested to know why 
the exact number of conversions were 
not reported dally and rather infers 
that the campmeeting Is not accom- 
plishing the spiritual results It did In 
early years. We feel a little timidity 
In expressing our opinion on this the 
all-Important mission of the camp 
meeting. But really we do feel that 
there Is as much If not more real con- 
structive work done for the Kingdom 
of God in these latter years than the 
earlier years of our attendance at the 
oampmeeting. Referring again to th« 
historic records we note at the eoU' 
elusions of the account of one oamp- 
meeting, "The religious exercises 
closed without any apparent success. 
I saw no tsars of repentance and no 
shout of Joy". The results of many 
of the oampmeetings were summed 
up with the declaration that "Ood'a 
power waa manifest in lUl the meet- 
ings." One or two years a large num- 
ber of conversions were reported. 

It seems from the records that the 
(Northern) Methodists had quite a loi 
of prejudice to live down in the com- 
munity at the start. A campmeeting' 
run by the Methodists was looked up- 
on with a great degree of curiosity 
Then In those early years when 
"boose" was so plentiful quite a lot of 
trouble was had with a lot of rowdylsh 
fellows. It was necessary to keep a 
large police force. Now If we are to 
eatlmater Christianity by what it does 
tor ■ oommunlty what better evidence 
could be given of the good accomplish- 
ed than this: a few years ago it wis 
necessary to have four or Hve police- 
men on the grounds on Sundays. Thi» 
yea; we had two. and with nothing to 
do but walk around and enjoy 
seeing the crowds like other peo- 
ple. There may not be as much 
shouting as there used to oe and while 
we believe lots of good people nihout 
for Joy In religious meetings, while on 
the other hand we remember very dis- 
tinctly ot some who sliouted IciudeBt 
doing some very uiii'hristlan acts Jn 
their own neighborhood And while 
it Is very true that "Out (jf the ubund- 
ance of the heart the luouih Hpeaketli' 
as it is recorded In Holy Writ, it i^- 
nevertheless Just as true that "Out ,,i 
the abundance ot the Heart the lifv: 
speaketb." A tne, sincere follower ut 
the lowly Naaarane will not only give 
expreeslon of Us religion in oamp- 
meeting servloea but wUI so Uvs that 
his fnmUy and neighbors know 
about it This being tl^e, and 
being somewhat famlUar with tin 
resnlte of our oampmeetlac tor years 
we do believe there is a better brand 
of Christianity produced in these lat- 
ter days than ever has been. Mr. Sea- 
man refers to the good reports from 
the children's meetings under Miss 
Hurd. Right there is one of the great 
secrets of the change that has come 
over the modern campmeeting from 
that of early years. In these days we 
are giving more attention to the child 
believing it Is better tu bring him up 
a Christian than to wait until he has 
grown old In sin and then tuku the 
clittiieus of uvuugulliing blui. Miss
